The race to spend 

Park planners hope to use cash while they can

The developers of Brooklyn 
Bridge Park will fast-track 
their plans through the 
Environmental Impact State- 
ment and design processes 
before vulnerable dollars are 
grabbed by a cash-starved city 
and state, a park-planning con- 
sultant said Thursday. 

At the Nov. 7 meeting of the Citi- 
zens Advisory Council (CAC), a 21- 
member group from the surrounding 


communities of Brooklyn Heights, 
Cobble Hill, DUMBO, Park Slope 
and Boerum Hill, planners and con- 
sultants laid out a swift schedule for 
the implementation of plans for the 
commercial and recreational water- 
front development. The CAC is an 
official advisory committee to the 
developers, the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Development Corporation. 

"The city and state are in their 
worst situation in 30 years,” said 
John Alschuler, a consultant with 
the firm Hamilton, Rabinovitz & 
Alschuler (HR&A), which helped 
develop the master plan for Brook- 


lyn Bridge Park and continues to 
consult with the developers. 

“Everyone knows the $150 mil- 
lion is at risk ... It would behoove 
anyone in this process to move as 
quickly as possible so this money is 
not at risk,” Alschuler told CAC 
members. 

The master plan calls for a $150 
million commercial and recreation- 
al development spanning from Jay 
Street, under the Manhattan Bridge, 
1.3 miles south to Pier 5 at Jorale- 
mon Street. The state has commit-

A jitney bus, a tunnel con- 
nection from the Clark Street 
2/3 subway station, a bridge 
from the promenade, and 
now a traffic circle at Atlantic 
Avenue and Furman Street. 
The Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Local Development Corpor- 
ation (LDC) can tack that lat- 
est idea onto a $ 1 million fed- 
eral access study obtained by 
Rep. Nydia Velazquez for the 
commercial and recreational 
development that will 
encompass the Brooklyn 
Heights waterfront. 

On Thursday, the Neighbor- 
hood Open Space Coalition 
convened a meeting with about 
40 people, many of whom were 
neighborhood association or 
city and state agency represen- 
tatives, to discuss the improve- 
ment of local Brooklyn streets. 

The meeting, sponsored by 
Velazquez, the New York Met- 
ropolitan Transportation Coun- 
cil and the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Coalition — began with a 
workshop by Charles Gandy, a 
former Texas state legislator 
and now a consultant with Liv- 
able Communities, a trail plan- 
ning and bicycle and pedestrian 
advocacy group. 

Gandy led a discussion on 
ideas for pedestrian-friendly 
streets that would remain func- 
tional for traffic. 

The slides featured flower- 
lined roadways with various 
measures for traffic mitigation 
as well as slides of dysfunction-

B’klyn Law defies the city

Despite being ordered by 
the city Department of 
Buildings to cease all work on 
its State Street dormitory site 
after collapsing an adjacent 
garage last week, Brooklyn 
Law School’s contractor 
resumed work days later and 
was slapped with yet another 
violation. 


On Nov. 6, workers for Urban 
Foundation Engineering, Brooklyn 
Law’s contractor on the massive 
dorm project, were spotted remov- 
ing boulders from the site, an ac- 
tion that had not been approved by 
the Buildings Department (DOB), 
an agency spokeswoman told The 
Brooklyn Papers. 

While the contractor does have 
permission to shore up the adjacent 
properties, no work is permitted on 
the dorm site until necessary safety

studies are performed on the bor- 
dering buildings. 

Contacted by The Papers, Brook- 
lyn Law School officials said this 
week that the matter was under in- 
vestigation. 

On Oct. 31, Urban Foundation 
Engineering knocked down a por- 


tion of an adjacent parking lot at 
199 State St. No one was hurt, but 
the entire building had to be de- 
molished by the city, with most of 
its tenant vehicles still inside, after 
it was determined that to rescue 
the cars would have been too dan- 
gerous. 

The contractor was slapped with 
three violations, including failure 
to safeguard an adjoining building. 

According to both Councilman

O'Hara gets new day in court

A federal judge has agreed to 
reopen the case of John O’Hara, 
the long-time insurgent against 
the Kings County Democratic 
organization, who was found 
guilty of illegal voting. 

Judge John Gleeson agreed to 
hear oral arguments on the case in 


the Eastern District courthouse on 
Cadman Plaza East on Dec. 20, 
calling into question O’Hara’s 1999 
conviction for illegal voting. 

For O’Hara, it will be just the lat- 
est trip to court to clear his name 
from what he believes was a politi- 
cally motivated prosecution right 
from the beginning, in 1996. 

“Hynes has been saying all along 
that it’s not political,” O’Hara said 


this week. “In reality, why did he 
pick me? Because I’m just a voter? 
No. Because I ran for office. That’s 
the way it happens. The winners 
take office and the losers go to jail.” 
Forcing costly primaries, he 
claims, angered his challengers and 
the county party, who, he said, or- 
chestrated a politically motivated 
prosecution.

LICH ER TERROR-READY

Long Island College Hospital 
gave a sneak preview of its 
upgraded emergency room on 
Nov. 6, with guests who were in a 
significantly more celebratory 
mood than its future intakes are 
likely to be. 

Amid hors d’oeuvres and wine, 
elected officials, members of the hos- 
pital’s board of directors and commu- 
nity activists toured the new facilities, 
which will officially open to patients 
at the end of March. 

The new CAT scan had been added 
to the emergency room, which had 
previously been located in the base- 
ment of the Fuller Building adjacent 
to the emergency department. 

“Much of the bio-terrorism think- 
ing that came out after Sept. 11, we 
tried to incorporate as well,” said 
Mark McDougle, the chief operating 
officer of Long Island College Hospi- 
tal (LICH). 

Assisted by private fundraising by 
the Chest Foundation, a philanthropic 
wing of the American College of 
Chest Physicians; as well as LICH 
doctors; a group led by Park Slope 
neighborhood activist Ellen Freuden- 
heim; and Ravsak, a nationwide net- 


work of Jewish community schools, 
LICH now has more than 50 haz- 
ardous materials, or Hazmat suits, an 
advanced radiation detector and anti- 
dotes for nerve agents. 

As anthrax cases emerged in New 
York City after Sept. 11, Dr. Lewis 
Kohl, chairman of the department of 


emergency medicine at LICH, was 
one of Brooklyn's most outspoken ad- 
vocates for developing hazardous ma- 
terials programs. 

“In the emergency medicine com- 
munity we’ve been trying to get hospi- 
tals to gear up for years. But it’s hard 
to get hospitals to spend money on 


equipment that’s never going to be 
used,” Kohl told The Brooklyn Papers 
last October. “Now it’s easier to have 
that discussion.” 

In addition, there are now separate 
waiting rooms for children and the 
size of the emergency room will be 
doubled. 

The hospital broke ground on the 
renovations in October 2000. The $5 
million project has remained on target 
to be finished by this March. Since the 
construction began, the emergency de- 
partment has been shifted to adjacent 

The upgrade to the emergency de- 
partment is part of a $63 million LICH 
modernization project, which, in turn, 
is part of a $130 million endowment 
from the estate of Donald Othmer, a 
longtime LICH regent, and his wife, 
Mildred Topp Othmer, which will up- 
date practically every sector of the 
hospital including patient floors, med- 
ical equipment and clinical depart-

Nab suspect in cobbler killing

Police this week arrest- 
ed a suspect in the shoot- 
ing death of Tae Sub Kim, 
who was found dead in his 
shoe repair shop on Fourth 
Avenue between 10th and 
11th streets. 

Jason Belliard, 21, a small- 
time crook, was arrested on 
Wednesday night in connec- 
tion with the murder of the 
Park Slope cobbler. 

According to police, Bel- 
liard, of Prospect Park West 
between 17th and 18th streets, 
had been in trouble with the 
law before, drawing charges 
of criminal mischief and pos- 
session of stolen property.

A murder weapon was not 
recovered and police said the 
investigation is ongoing. 

On Nov. 4, a customer dis- 
covered Kim dead behind the 
counter of Nam’s Shoe Repair 
with one gunshot wound to the 
back of the head. While the 
register had not been opened, 
Kim’s pockets, where the 
tradesman reportedly kept his 
money, were emptied. 

The customer called police, 
who began their search for 
Kim’s killer. 

Police were reportedly 
tipped off by a suspect being 
held on drug charges, who fin- 
gered Belliard and two other 
men as the culprits. Police 
took Belliard and the two men 
into custody, although the oth- 
er two were released and nei- 
ther charged. 


A grand jury was consider- 
ing Belliard’s indictment as 
this went to press. 

Kim immigrated to the 
United States over 20 years 
ago from Korea. He and his 
wife struggled to open the 
store 13 years ago and toiled 
behind the counter 10 hours a 
day, six days a week. 

In the days after the murder, 
the neighborhood was left 
stunned by the crime, leaving 
flowers, cards and candles out- 
side the closed, wrought-iron 
gate. Those sentiments have 
continued to mount, with can- 
dles lit nightly, and a dry 
cleaner next door taking dona- 
tions for Kim’s family. 

Belliard’s court-appointed 
attorney could not be reached 
for comment by the time this

al streets, with elongated 
crosswalks, which are difficult 
for seniors to cross, and void 
of aesthetic accessories. 

One photograph that seemed 
to resonate with those in atten- 
dance was a picture of Atlantic 
Avenue, west of the Brooklyn- 
Queens Expressway overpass. 

The intersection is a ca- 
cophony of crosswalks, traffic 
lanes, and signals that collide 
where Columbia Street, Fur- 
man Street, Hamilton Avenue 
and Atlantic Avenue meet. 

Solutions discussed includ- 
ed a bucolic traffic circle with

grass-strewn islands navigat- 
ing the various lanes of traffic. 

"The greening will provide 
buffering between the traffic 
and the people and make it a 
more pleasant walking envi- 
ronment,” said David Lutz, 
executive director of the 
Neighborhood Open Space 
Coalition. “There was agree- 
ment that the area from the 
[overpass] back to the water 
has to be changed significant- 
ly; there was general agree- 
ment that a traffic circle was 
good there and makes the in- 
tersection more manageable.” 

The development of a pri- 
mary park gateway on Atlantic 
Avenue would successfully di- 
vert pedestrian traffic away 
from the narrow Joralemon 
Street, Lutz said. Residents of 


that block have long expressed 
concern that pedestrian flow 
would crowd the quiet street 
when it becomes the southern- 
most access point to Brooklyn 
Bridge Park. 

“There was an understand- 
ing that Atlantic Avenue has to 
be made the southern entrance 
to the park and that the role of 
Joralemon Street was not pri- 
mary,” Lutz said. “So we have 
to encourage people to use the 
Atlantic Avenue entrance.” 

Additionally, the traffic circle 
could become part of a footpath 
along the Brooklyn Waterfront 
Greenway, a vision of several 
community groups that have vi- 
sualized a pastoral pedestrian 
and bicycle path along the wa- 
terfront on Columbia Street, 
down Degraw Street and then 
following Van Brunt Street to 
Hamilton Avenue. 

Lutz said he plans to men- 
tion the idea in a report and 


letter to Velazquez and the 
LDC requesting that it be in- 
corporated in the study. 

But incorporating landscap- 
ing studies into an already 
busy project calls into ques- 
tion where the parameters of 
access begin and end. 

“The study, it’s open,” said 
Velazquez spokeswoman Wen- 
dy Belzer. “It could be a traffic 
circle. The scope is so broad and 

Roy Sloane, a long-time 
member of the LDC, suggested 
the intersection idea be submit- 
ted to both the LDC and the At- 
lantic Avenue Local Develop- 
ment Corporation, which has its 
own planning efforts underway. 

“This is the time for ideas,” 
Sloane said. “I think it would 
be a mistake to decide that this 
is the answer and start press- 
ing for it, but this is the time 
for ideas and there certainly is 
the scope to consider these.”

ted $85 million, and the city 
another $65 million to the 

With massive deficits loom- 
ing, however, every project in 
the city and state will likely be 
scrutinized for cuts. 

Seeking to have their shovels 
in the earth by spring 2004, the 
Brooklyn Bridge Park Develop- 
ment Corporation (BBPDC), a 
subsidiary of the Empire State 
Development Corporation 
charged with developing the 67 
waterfront acres, hopes to de- 
sign the park at the same time 
as an environmental review is 
undertaken. 

The Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS) is expected to 
begin in January or February, 
said Jim Moogan, executive 
director of the BBPDC, and a 
design team is to be selected 
around the same time. 

The master plan as it 
presently exists could be ad- 
justed, according to the park 
developers, and both the 


BBPDC and the advisory 
council are discussing alterna- 
tives to portions of the plan. 

When the EIS is underway, 
which will study traffic im- 
pacts, access and the environ- 
mental conditions of the piers 
and structures, “they [will] test 
the alternatives,” Moogan said. 

The EIS, which will cost be- 
tween $2 million and $2.5 mil- 
lion, should take 12 to 14 
months. 

Councilman David Yassky, 
whose district encompasses 
most of the park, has already 
expressed concerns regarding a 
$10.8 million allocation for this 
fiscal year for portions of the de- 
velopment in and around the 
Purchase Building. The finances 
were cast into limbo after the 
Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment moved into the building, 
under the Brooklyn Bridge 
overpass. The mayor’s com- 
mand bunker is scheduled to re- 
main there until 2005. 

Asked whether the $10.8 
million could be spent expedi- 
tiously, Moogan told The

rounding buildings at the time 
the removal of the boulders 
was discovered. 

Salzinger, Yassky and the 
inspector were investigating 
damage to 82 Schermerhom 
St., when, Salzinger said, the 
Buildings inspector noticed 
that work was being per- 
formed, other than shoring up 
the abutting buildings. 

“He’s tike ‘What are they 
doing?”’ Salzinger said. 

“And he just gestured to 
them and said, ‘Turn the ma- 
chines off.’” 

Since the garage collapsed 
residents of the surrounding 
buildings have expressed con- 
cerns about the conditions of 
their properties as well as how 
safe future construction will 
be. 

“I want to make sure those 
plans are gone over with a 
fine-tooth comb and maybe 
have someone from the De- 
partment of Buildings watch- 
ing them all the time,” 
Salzinger said. 

“Certainly the Buildings 
Department can’t supervise 
every construction site in the 
city,” Yassky said, while 
praising the agency’s enforce- 
ment thus far. 

“But once there’s an inci- 
dent like the garage collapse, 
it’s appropriate for the DOB 
to focus like a laser beam on 
the site to make sure that the 
work there is safe.” 

The law school has agreed 
to pay for independent engi- 
neering reports on the stability 
of 96 Schermerhom St., and 
90 Schermerhom St., by a 
firm of their choice, Yassky 

A Brooklyn Law School 
spokesman told The Papers 
that safety enhancements are 
ongoing at the site and being 
performed under the DOB’s 
Building Enforcement Safety 
Task Force. 

The collapse was a public 
relations fiasco for the law 
school, which has faced 
staunch community opposition 
to its planned 22-story, 230- 
unit dormitory at the comer of 
State Street and Boemm 
Place, to house 400 students. 

Neighborhood groups in 
Brooklyn Heights, Cobble Hill 
and Boemm Hill, united in op- 
position against the proposal 
to rezone the site in order to 
allow Brooklyn Law to build 
above the 120-foot height lim- 
it promulgated by the Special 
Downtown Brooklyn District, 
which the city passed just last 

Despite the misgivings of 
the surrounding communities, 
the rezoning application 
passed the City Planning 
Commission and the City 
Council after Brooklyn Law 
agreed to diminish the height 
of the building from 265 feet 
to 216 feet, not including its 
electrical tower. 


Brooklyn Papers recently, 
“Whether we will be able to 
expend all $10.8 million on 
Brooklyn Bridge Park projects 
prior to having an EIS, that’s 
questionable.” 

Meanwhile, the city is fac- 
ing a budget gap of around $6 
billion next year and the may- 
or has already said there could 
be a $1 billion deficit this year. 

Moogan pledged that the 
swift pace would not affect 
how the community is in- 
formed about the results of the 
study or the design. 

“The community board will 
be fully informed. The CAC 
will be fully informed,” 
Moogan said. “No one will be 
blindsided by this.” 

The project will not, in all 
likelihood, have to pass through 
the city’s much more rigorous 
Uniform Land Use Review Pro- 
cedure, which requires approval 
by the City Planning Commis- 
sion and City Council with rec- 
ommendations from the com- 
munity boards and borough 
president, because much of the 
property belongs to the Port Au- 
thority of New York and New 
Jersey, as well as the state and 
will be run by a joint city-state 
entity, rather than be sold or 
turned over to a private entity. 
The ULURP process can also 
serve to modify projects along 
the way to an approval. 

“The city and stale have com- 
mitted to a [review ] process,” 
said Moogan. ‘1 think it’s still to 
be determined what part of the 
ULURP will be enacted here.

Q: “My 8-year-old son 
sometimes gets so involved 
in playing a game or draw- 
ing that he hates to drag 
himself away to go pee. His 
pediatrician says the prob- 
lem is not physical, since 
he’s able to hold his bladder 
during the night. Our son is 
certainly aware of our dis- 
pleasure.” — a mother 

A: One boy with a similar 
wetting problem says he “just 
doesn’t pay attention to those 
things.” His mother sums up 
her frustration: “It’s driving 
me up the wall.” 

"Often it’s initially an acci- 
dent,” says Jeffrey Brown, 
MD, a pediatrician in West- 
chester. “Then because of the 
parents’ reaction, it takes on a 
life of its own. The trick is to 
nip it in the bud.” 

When a child wets his pants 
long after toilet training should 
be over, the first step is to rule 
out any medical problems, 
such as an infection, diabetes 
or chronic constipation that 
decreases bladder capacity. 
Brown says. 

A mother also thought her 
daughter just didn’t want to 
stop playing to take a bath- 

But a urologist found the 
girl’s urethra — the canal 
through which urine is dis- 
charged from the bladder — 
was shortened and crooked, 
and a condition called reflux 
was causing some of her urine 
to back up. The child, then age 
4, had surgery to correct the 
urethra and her accidents 
stopped. 

"Most often the day-wetting 
problem is exhibited by a 
rather immature child who 
gets so involved in an activity 
that he or she neglects to use 
the bathroom,” says Charles 
E. Schaefer, PhD, a child psy- 
chologist who has treated chil- 
dren with the problem. 

Schaefer, a psychology pro- 
fessor at Fairleigh Dickinson

University in New Jersey, sug- 
gests parents dealing with day- 
time wetting should consult 
with a pediatric psychologist 
who will tailor short-term 
treatment to fit the needs of 
the child. 

Infrequent or delayed void- 
ing of urine is a common be- 
havior exhibited by children, 
says William R. Strand, MD, a 
pediatric urologist. 

“Some children would 
rather play and socialize dur- 
ing bathroom breaks at 
school,” he says. “This infre- 
quent urination can result in 
accidents during class, bed- 
wetting and frequent bladder 
mtecuons.” 

How to break the “holding” 
pattern? One approach: Use of 
a wristwatch alarm set every 
two hours while awake — and 
set during break times at 
school — reinforces responsi- 
ble bathroom habits and helps 
recognition of bladder full- 
ness, Strand says. 

“Don’t ask if the child has a 
full bladder, but rather remind 
him that it is time to empty his 
bladder,” he suggests. 

Strand compares a child who 
delays emptying his bladder to 
a person who uses the snooze- 
button on an alarm clock. Both 


the alarm clock and the bladder 
send a signal that an action is 
necessary, Strand says. The ac- 
tion can be delayed by sup- 
pressing the signal, but the sig- 
nal recurs repeatedly until it is 
reset. Ignoring either the alarm 
clock or bladder signal has con- 
sequences. 

“Follow-through and emp- 
tying of the bladder are essen- 
tial or else the wristwatch 
alarm really does become a 
bladder snooze-alarm,” Strand 

Brown, who teaches in the 
pediatrics department at Cor- 
nell University’s medical 
school, says parents should 
not ignore the behavior. 

“We’ve come full circle — 
from an extreme of berating 
and embarrassing the child, to 
talking to kids without the ex- 
pectation for success,” Brown 

“It’s wrong to embarrass 
the child, but it’s also wrong to 
act as if it’s OK.” 

If a child wets his pants, say 
to him matter-of-factly: “I’m 
not happy about it.” 

Tell him to go change his 
clothes, then cut off the con- 
versation to take away atten- 
tion, Brown suggests. 

“If you ignore it, the child 
gets the feeling that it's okay,” 
Brown says. 

A mother gave her boys 
goals — such as earning a trip 
to a fast-food restaurant for 
staying dry for three days, 
then five days. 

As you set up goals and re- 
wards, choose your words 
carefully — such as “when 
you’re dry ... ,” instead of “if’ 
— to show that you expect 
your child to be successful, 
Brown says.

“My granddaughter, age 4, 
had just turned 2 when my 
daughter, her mother, was 
killed in a car accident.

One state senator added that 
the biggest disappointment was 
not Connor’s work for Golisano 
as much as McCall’s drubbing 
in the general election.

ingin a hung jury. 

O’Hara was tried a third 
time, later in 1999, which, 
O’Hara claims, was the first 
time District Attorney Charles 
Hynes, who shares a cozy rela- 
tionship with the Kings County 
Democratic organization, had 
ever tried anyone three times. 

He was ultimately convicted 
and then lost on appeal in 2001 by 
a vote of 5-2. It was one of only 
13 cases with dissenting opinions 
out of 176 decided by the state 
Court of Appeals last year, accord- 
ing to the court’s annual report 
In his dissenting opinion, 
Judge Albert Rosenblatt chal- 
lenged whether the case should 
have been brought in criminal 
court and wrote, “If politically 
charged disputes such as this 
and questions of ‘residence’ are 
going to be resolved in the crim- 
inal arena ... we should ensure 
that the definition of residence is 
plainly understood.” 

O’Hara said this week that 
Rosenblatt’s mention of political 
motivation was a sure sign that 
Hynes’ prosecution, as he has 
contended since 1996, was mo- 
tivated by a desire to teach a les- 
son to someone who had been a 
fly in the ointment to the Brook- 
lyn Democrats. 

“We never put politics in the 
brief at all, strictly issues of 
law,” O’Hara said. “And for 
some reason, two justices at the 
Court of Appeals called the case 
politically charged.” 

Hynes did not return calls for 
comment. 

Politics, however, will not be 
the issue before the federal court. 

In order to have his case heard 
before the federal court, O’Hara 
had to be legally “imprisoned.” 
O’Hara subsequently petitioned 
for a writ of habeas corpus, a judi- 


cial mandate ordering that an in- 
mate be brought to the court so it 
can be determined whether or not 
that person is imprisoned lawfully 
and whether or not he should be 
released from custody. Though 
O’Hara is not actually incarcerat- 
ed, his community service counts 
as confinement, according to the 
case of Barry v. Bergen City Pro- 
bation (1997). Thus, Gleeson 
agreed to hear the case. 

Gleeson will decide whether 
it is constitutional to literally ap- 
ply the term “permanent home” 
to residency requirements. 

Discussing the issue relative 
to a criminal conviction will be 
unique. 

In O’Hara’s Memorandum of 
law to the court, his attorney, 
Barry Fallick, cites Auerback v. 
Kinley (1984), in which the court 
stated, “‘permanent’ — should 
not be read literally but rather ‘is 
intended’ to approximate the test 
for domicile, i.e., physical pres- 
ence and an intention to remain 
for the time at least.” 

O'Hara maintains that he 
made his share of political ene- 
mies by forcing primaries, often 
three-way races as the outsider 
against an incumbent Democrat 
and one backed by a local polit- 
ical organization, usually the 
Central Brooklyn Independent 
Democrats. 

In 1990, he ran against As- 
semblyman James Brennan and 
was knocked off the ballot. Two 
years later, O’Hara’s former 
campaign manager ran against 
Brennan but was also knocked 
off the ballot after his petition 
signatures were challenged. 

He twice ran against Assem- 
blyman Felix Ortiz, dropping out 
of the race in 1994 after his signa- 
tures were challenged, and losing 
in a landslide in 1996.

Hernandez , 5 86 Mets help Cobble 
Hill Health Center raise $600G

T he Field of Dreams gala was a homerun 
for the Cobble Hill Health Center, for 
gala chairman Keith Hernandez and 
not least of all, for a roomful of Mets fans. 

The Nov. 6 dinner and auction at the 
New York Hilton in Manhattan raised 
$600,000 for the center’s planned 
Alzheimer’s Assisted Living Center, and 
brought together members of the ’86 
Mets, who signed cards, gloves and bats 
for anyone who asked — 
and always with a 

Master of cere- 
monies, WCBS-TV’s 
diminutive Warner 
Wolf emceed the 
evening, which honored 
all-star Mets and Yan- 
kees pitcher David 
Cone and chairman of the 
New York Mercantile Ex- 
change Vincent Viola. 

Cone, who pitched for the Mets 
from 1987 to 1992, told the crowd that he 
“grew up” as a Met. “It’s a wonderful or- 
ganization. I learned to play in New 
York,” he said and thanked fellow Mets 
great Rusty Staub, saying, “You showed 
us how to love New York City.” 

Hernandez said the ’86 Mets, who fa- 
mously won the World Series in seven 
games after a miracle comeback in Game 
6 against the Red Sox, were a “great 
draw” for the event, the third gala he’s 
helmed, helping to raise important funds 
for the Alzheimer's center. 

Last year’s gala was cancelled after 9- 
11, Hernandez told GO Brooklyn. “The 
economy has been tough, but people are 
always giving,” he said. “Wall Street’s 
been great, too.” 

Hernandez told the crowd, ‘T wanted to 


give back to the community of New York 
that’s been so wonderful to me. The Cob- 
ble Hill Health Center does absolutely fan- 
tastic work. Tonight, with the three din- 
ners, we are close to $1 million. We have 
our eyes on a property two blocks from 
Cobble Hill and we’ll be able to service 
another 70 to 100 patients.” 

Cobble Hill’s Jacqueline Hernandez 
Adult Day Health Center, for people with 
Alzheimer’s, is named in memory of the 
former first baseman’s mother, who died 
of the disease in 1989, at age 59. 

Hernandez attended 
the event with his girl- 
friend of one year, Kai 
Thompson, who praised 
his dedication. “We’re 
happy there's such a 
turnout,” she said 
The room murmured 
with excitement when 
former “Gong Show” host 
Chuck Barris, attending 
with his wife, Mary, was intro- 
duced. Barris told GO Brooklyn 
he has been friends with Hernandez, 
whom he met through Staub, for 10 years. 

Part of the Barris buzz is that he’s the 
subject of an upcoming George Clooney 
biopic, based on Banis’ autobiography, 
“Confessions of a Dangerous Mind.” 

“I love it all,” Barris said of the flick. 
“There are all sorts of good people in it like 
Julia Roberts and Drew Barrymore.” 
Barris said the film will be released Dec. 27. 

Fashion designer Nicole Miller, whose 
’92 collection incorporated baseball mo- 
tifs, said she was most thrilled to see 
Dwight "Doc" Gooden, who has ap- 
peared in some of her fashion shows. (For 
the record, Gooden arrived in pin-striped 
suit and red crocodile shoes he picked up 
at Freeman’s in Atlanta.) 

New York Giants football legends Phil 
McConkey and Mark Bavaro sat to-

gether at another table. 

McConkey said that he and Hernandez 
have been friends since 1985. “This is a 
wonderful organization and cause,” Mc- 
Conkey said. “So many people are affect- 
ed by it.” 

Bavaro told GO Brooklyn that although 
he now lives in Naples, Fla., he and Mc- 
Conkey work in New York at an equity 
trading firm. “We work in the same office, 
so it’s like being on the team. We like 
that,” said Bavaro. 

Brooklyn Cyclones manager, and ’86 
Met Howard Johnson, was cornered by a 
gaggle of fans at the VIP reception along 
with Kevin Mitchell and Tim Teufel. John- 
son, who lives in Florida, said, “Anything 
Keith wants, it’s easy to give to him.” 

Cobble Hill Health Center CEO Olga

Star power 

‘Salome’ brings Pacino, Tomei, 
Wiest to St. Ann’s in DUMBO

S t. Ann’s Warehouse in DUMBO is quickly gaining a rep- 
utation as the place to go for celebrities looking to ex- 
plore their avant-garde side. 

On Tuesday night, a reading of Oscar Wilde’s “Salome” — 
starring Academy Award-winners A1 Pacino, Marisa Tomei and 
Dianne Wiest — attracted a sold-out audience, which began 
queuing up an hour before showtime. This show follows Febru- 
ary’s “Too You, The Birdie (Phedre),” also at St. Ann’s Ware- 
house, which starred Willem Dafoe and Frances McDormand. 

Directed by Estelle Parsons and developed at the Actors Stu- 
dio, the limited run of “Salome” readings will continue through 
Dec. 22. 

On opening night, the irrepressible actors truly did read from 
scripts, but frequently broke away from the pages. 

“They are inhabiting their characters now. They are really be- 
ginning to be those people,” commented Parsons, who is popu- 
larly known for her years as Roseanne’s mother, Beverly Harris, 
on the hit television series “Roseanne,” not to mention five 
decades of work in stage, film and screen including her portrayal 
of Blanche Barrow in 1967’s “Bonnie and Clyde,” and Queen 
Margaret — and herself — in Pacino’s “Looking for Richard” 
(1996). She is currently the artistic director of the Actors Studio. 

Parsons told GO Brooklyn that 
she and Pacino began collaborat- 
ing on “Salome” two years ago. 
She called it “a labor of love.” 
“When people are available — 
that’s the basis of our operation — 
we jump up and do it,” said Par- 

The right space also has to be 
available. 

“It’s a strange work, and A1 
thought it would be nice to not do 
a New York run,” said Parsons. 
“[Producer] Amy Nederlander 
said we should look where the 
Wooster group played last year — 
St. Ann’s Warehouse — because 
it’s not so much a commercial 
venue but an artistic one (if that distinction can be made), and we 
all loved it and it happened to be available.” 

Ultimately, Parsons said she hopes to stage “an experimental 
production” of “Salome” in repertory with “Oedipus” and possi- 
bly with the “Resistable Rise of Arturo Ui,” in which Pacino 
starred in a National Actors Theatre run that ended Nov. 10. 

Until then, St. Ann’s audiences will have the opportunity to see 
“Salome” first, in an incredibly intimate venue that brings Ameri- 
ca’s best actors — and a few movie idols — into close proximity. 

Pacino, who performed “Salome” on Broadway in 1992, re- 
visits characters over and over again, explained Parsons, but “he 
didn’t want to do it until we found a Salome.” Parsons said they 
talked to “tons of people” before Pacino asked Tomei to consider 
the part of Princess Salome, the stepdaughter of Pacino’s lusty 
King Herod. 

At one point, King Herod tries to dissuade Salome from a de- 
cision, while his queen supports her. 

“He really gets deep in himself and the intensity of it is incred- 
ible,” said Parsons. “When he rises [from his velvet throne], 
when he needs the big heavy guns and all the strength is needed, 
and then turns on the queen, everyone in the room gets fright- 
ened. That whole passage is terribly meaningful for him. He real- 
ly loves it” 

Wiest plays Queen Herodius, wife of Herod and mother of Sa- 

“There’s not a better actress alive in the world today,” said Par- 
sons. “Her work has ranged all over the whole territory of female- 
ness and she says she’s still a work in progress. That part is not at 
all interesting on paper, and she’s turning it into something terrific.” 
For Tomei, the role of the headstrong, insolent princess re- 
quires her to sensuously dance — unaccompanied, save for some 
tribal drumming — in front of Pacino and a thunderstruck audi- 
ence. Parsons said that although this dance is not choreographed, 
Tomei worked for “many, many months with a Middle Eastern 
dance instructor and explored the spirituality of it.” 

Parsons said that the difficulty of staging “Salome” is that 
Wilde had intended the work to be read by actors — not acted. 
“When it’s acted out, the audience doesn’t have to use its imagi- 
nation so much. What we feel is — what we consciously insist 
— is that the audience imagine what is happening. It’s a strange 
little opportunity to have that beautiful language so crystal clear.” 
Readings of Oscar Wilde's "Salome" will continue at St. 
Ann's Warehouse, 38 Water St. at Dock Street in DUMBO, 
through Dec. 22. Tickets are $50. Seating is general admis- 
sion.

6 State Fair ? kicks off Bklyn 
Centers patriotic series

B rooklyn Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts will bring some of the 
top touring shows to Brooklyn 
College’s Whitman Theater with its 
“Broadway Sundays” series. 

This season’s BCBC series features 
three favorites: Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein’s “State Fair” (Nov. 17); 
“Crazy for You” (March 9), based on 
George and ha Gershwin’s “Girl 
Crazy”; and “The Cotton Club” (May 
18), which celebrates the legendary 
Flarlem nightclub at its heyday. 

“State Fair,” with a screenplay by 
Oscar Flammerstein based on the 
1933 adaptation of Phil Stong’s bu- 
colic novel, and a score by Richard 
Rodgers is the only musical the team 
ever wrote exclusively for the screen. 

The story line is virtually the same, 
but the addition of the Rodgers score 
made the fdm a hit. The 1945 film 
was directed by Walter Lang and fea- 
tured Vivian Blaine, Dana Andrews 
and Dick Flaymes. The 1962 film was 
directed by Jose Ferrer and starred Pat 
Boone, Bobby Darin and Ann-Mar- 
garet. 

“State Faif ’ relates the adventures of 
Abel and Melissa Frake and their two 
children, Margy and Wayne, as they 
leave behind the routine of their farm 
for three days at the Iowa State Fair. 

Each wants a different prize: a blue 
ribbon for Abel’s pet pig, first place 
for Melissa’s homemade pie, and ro- 
mance for Margy and Wayne. 

Set against the colorful backdrop of 
the American heartland, the play fea- 
tures foot-stomping production num-

bers and dreamy ballads, including 
the hits “It’s a Grand Night for 
Singing” and “It Might As Well Be 
Spring.” 

Sarah Jackson, who plays Margy in 
this production of “State Fair,” pro- 
duced by John Flodge and directed by 
Robert Ennis Turoff, calls the play 
“very all-American and very human.” 

“People can relate to all the charac- 
ters,” she told GO Brooklyn. 

And the music — from foot-tap- 
ping waltzes to hoedown numbers — 
is just great. 

“It’s classic Rodgers and Flammer- 
stein,” said Jackson. 

“Crazy for You” opened at the Shu- 
bert Theatre on Feb. 19, 1992 and 
closed just over a year later after 
1,622 performances, three Tonys 
(Best Musical, Best Costume Design 
and Best Choreography) and two Dra- 
ma Desk Awards (musical and chore- 
ography). 

Although the play was based on 
Gershwin’s 1930s musical “Girl 
Crazy,” it had a new book, by Ken

Ludwig, and a score in which songs 
had been rearranged, deleted, bor- 
rowed from other Gershwin musicals, 
and even rediscovered. The play was 
radically changed because, although it 
had many classic Gershwin tunes, 
such as “I Got Rhythm” and “Em- 
braceable You”, the original story — 
about a young man, Danny Churchill, 
who is banished by his father to a 
family owned ranch in Clusterville, 
Ariz., where it is hoped he will im- 
prove — was considered frivolous by 
all accounts today. 

Ludwig, who called the original 
book “dumb, silly beyond silly, and 
full of ethnic humor that wasn't funny 
at all,” turned Churchill into Bobby 
Child, the rich son of a banking fami- 
ly who escapes his domineering 


mother and his wealthy fiance by go- 
ing to Deadrock, Nev., to foreclose on 
Everett Baker's Gaiety Theater. 

In Deadrock, Bobby falls in love 
with Baker’s daughter, Polly. To win the 
girl and save the theater, Bobby, who is 
a frustrated performer, decides to put on 
a show to pay off the mortgage. The re- 
sult is mistaken identity, confusion and 
romance — accompanied by song, 
dance and, of course, plenty of 
rhythm. Mainstage Productions’ 
“Crazy For You” will be performed at 
Brooklyn Center on March 9. 

The Cotton Club, a Harlem institu- 
tion in its day, was the home of such 
giants as Duke Ellington, Cab Cal- 
loway and Ethel Waters. They are just 
three of the celebrated performers who 
come to life in this revue, which will 


be staged at Brooklyn Center on May 
18. With 17 costume changes, two tap 
dance numbers and classics like “It 
Don’t Mean a Thing If It Ain’t Got 
That Swing” following one after the 
other, some people may have to take 
the A train to keep up with Supreme 
Talent International’s production. 

Alfred Fredel, director of commu- 
nity outreach at the Brooklyn Center, 
explained that programming is based 
mostly on the age and ethnicity of 
BCBC’s audiences. “‘The Cotton 
Club’ is African-American centered. 
‘Crazy for You’ is for a younger audi- 
ence, because the show was just on 
Broadway. ‘State Fair’ is an older 
show for older audiences. It’s a good 
singing show, too,” he said. “We try 
to represent the community.”

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Tough spot 

Porta Toscana will need some 
luck to survive on Seventh Ave.

W hile traveling on a bus recent- 
ly, I eavesdropped as a couple 
described their relationship to 
a woman sitting beside them. Being 
polite, she listened, nodded occasion- 
ally and murmured, “Isn’t that nice,” 
at the appropriate time. Oblivious to 
their seatmate’s glazed eyes and 
frozen smile; the couple continued 
their gushing descriptions of one an- 
other’s sensitiv- 
ity, intellect and 
sexual allure. 

“She just gets 
me,” he said of 
her. 

“Yes, we’re 
soul mates,” she 

8 ril be kind 
and say that had these “soul mates” 
not met, the chance of finding others 
who “just got them,” would be slim. 

Why one restaurant works in a lo- 
cation and another doesn’t, like the 
smitten couple on the bus who had 
the unique ability to see the positive 
in one another, can be chalked up to 
that intangible something called 
chemistry. 

Take 183 Seventh Ave. in Park 
Slope, now home to Porta Toscana, a 
Tuscan-style eatery that opened in 
October. The expansive room has 
played host to one failed restaurant 
after another, most recendy a Moroc- 
can eatery where the number of pa- 
trons dining at any given time topped 
out at 10. 

Not easily spooked, the optimistic 


new owner, Ziva Assante, who also 
owns the popular Bacco in SoHo, 
hopes to break the location’s spell of 
bad luck by revamping the room and 
extending the menu north of the 
Mediterranean Sea. 

She has work ahead: While the re- 
decorated room looks good, and the 
menu is ambitious, both fall short. 

The space now has a handsome 
Tuscan farmhouse theme with dark 
wood walls, moody lighting and racks 
of rustic pottery. Even with the appar- 
ent effort to create 
a comfortable set- 
ting, the room re- 
a bit of the 
chilliness that 
haunted its prede- 
cessors. A few 
bright splashes of 
color — maybe 
some vivid floral 
arrangements — would be welcome. 

Huge, square plates — the size of 
most serving platters — make an art- 
ful presentation of the entrees. Unfor- 
tunately, a couple seated at a table for 
two will find their platter-plates 
pushed rim-to-rim; their wineglasses 
perched precariously on the table's 
edge; and their unused silverware 
tumbling to the floor. 

Clattering silverware and overly in- 
timate plates can be overlooked if the 
food is terrific, and several of chef 
Vincenzo Spiritoso's dishes were very 
good — a pasta dish and his light 
desserts for instance. A few, however, 
never hit the high notes. 

Crostini, or crisp grilled Italian 
bread topped with a variety of pates, 
is a traditional beginning to a Tuscan

dinner. A chunky chicken liver pate 
usually makes an appearance on a 
crostini plate, and it is offered at Por- 
ta Toscana. A woodsy mushroom 
pate and a complex and deliciously 
salty black olive pate were gutsy and 
satisfying, while chopped tomato and 
basil dressed with a fruity olive oil 
tasted like bland winter tomatoes. 

A blend of beets and carrots pro- 
duced gorgeous, ruby-red soup, with 
a luxurious silkiness, but the sweet- 
with-sweet pairing was too one-di- 
mensional. 


The outstanding dish of the 
evening was bowtie pasta tossed in a 
rich pink sauce, and generously 
topped with pieces of tender smoked 
salmon, creamy goat cheese and a 
healthy dollop of bright-orange 
salmon caviar . 

I’ve had similar dishes before, sans 
caviar, and they were sometimes dull. 
Spiritoso's version is perfection — the 
pasta al dente, the salmon tender and 
flavorful, and the tangy sauce richly 
imbued with the sunny flavor of fresh 
tomatoes. Cool, popping beads of 
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caviar added textural interest. 

A brawny sauce of broccoli rabe, 
garlicky fennel-studded sausage and 
anchovies, was undone by house- 
made orecchiette (little ear-shaped 
pasta). The pasta, undercooked to a 
state of hyper-chewiness, made eat- 
ing more than one mouthful too labor 
intensive. 

Melted pecorino cheese, zucchini 
and cherry tomatoes made a pleasant 
sauce for penne. 

An entree of roasted rack of lamb, 
a Tuscan specialty — five small 
chops ringing the edge of the plate, 
cooked rare as ordered — were mild 
tasting, without that funky mineral 
taste some lamb-lovers prefer. (I’m 
one of them.) The piney scent and 
clean herbal flavor of rosemary, used 
to season the meat, went a long way 
in enhancing its flavor and aroma. On 
the plate were wedges of oven-baked 
potatoes, perfectly cooked, crisp 
string beans and julienned carrots. 
Smoky, sweet, grilled red pepper 
slices added plenty of color to the 

A coarse, sweet-and-sour, apple 
and onion sauce couldn’t perform the 
necessary CPR needed on tough, 
thinly sliced pork chops. The same 
sides served with the lamb accompa- 
nied the chops with less success. Red 
peppers with pork chops can be deli- 
cious, but the apple, pork chop and 
pepper combination made for a ca- 
cophonous threesome. 

Desserts ended the meal on an up 
note. Tiramisu, a layered dessert of 
sponge cake, moistened with espres- 
so and spread with pillowy mounds 
of whipped mascarpone cheese has 
become a regular on many Italian 
dessert menus. Here it’s feather-light 
with the espresso cutting the sweet- 
ness of the whipped cheese. 

A drizzle of honey over the top of 
damp, dense, yet not heavy, classic ri- 
cotta cheesecake added an engaging 
floral note to the dessert. 

Can Porta Toscana become a 
neighborhood crowd-pleaser? The 
possibility is there, but in the mean- 
time, a lot of wand-waving needs to 
happen to break the spell cast on Por- 
ta Toscana’s location.

recording in a Paris suburb. 

“We’re always trying to 
write stuff that moves us and 
is different than before,” said 
Jacques. “We’ve recorded 
about 13 albums, and we have 
new ones coming out. You al- 
ways have to try for some- 
thing different." 

Tiger Lillies CDs include 
“Two Penny Opera,” “Circus 
Songs,” “Shockheaded Peter,” 
a musical theater piece based 
on Heinrich Hoffmann’s 
“Struwwelpeter” children’s 
stories and most recently, 
“Gorey End,” featuring Tiger 
Lillies songs and accompani- 
ment by the Kronos Quartet. 

Jacques, who writes songs 
with savage, blasphemous 
lyrics that he sings in a castra- 
to voice, says he didn’t really 
discover his style until he was 
almost 30. 

“I taught myself how to 
sing. I wanted to 
evolve a style of 
music that is hard 
to cl 
took 

time,” he said. 

At 36, he mixed 
that sound with the 
accordion. 

"Before that I 
played piano, gui- 
tars and other in- 
struments. I was experiment- 
ing. I just couldn’t come up 
with a style that was interest- 
ing and original. I was getting 
quite desperate. Then every- 
thing jelled instantaneously. 
Then I founded the band and 
it took off. That was 13 years 
ago.” 

Jacques did much of that 
experimenting while living 
over a SoHo strip joint. 

“The environment does 
stroke into you. I became in- 
fluenced by the people and 
the environment in which I 
lived,” said Jacques. “I ab- 
sorbed it into my life and 
lyrics. I got to know the twi- 
light world of prostitutes, 
pimps and drug addicts. I was 
living with them so that’s 
what became my life.” 

As for his music, Jacques 
calls it a “huge melting pot” of 
different influences — Edith 
Piaf, English dance hall mu- 
sic, gypsy music, Russian mu- 
sic, blues, opera and classical. 

“Hopefully, you come out 
with something unique and 
original,” he said. 

Anderson gets

Laurie Anderson has ex- 
plored so many different me- 
dia that her most notable fea- 
ture may be her ability to 
elude all attempts at classifi- 

Her first album was “Big 


Science”; subsequent releases 
include “Mister Heartbreak,” 
“United States Live,” 
“Strange Angels,” “Bright 
Red,” and the soundtrack to 
her feature film “Home of the 
Brave.” After a seven-year 
hiatus, she released “Life on a 
String” in May 2001, fol- 
lowed by “Live in New York” 
last May. 

Anderson’s shows range 
from simple spoken word to 
elaborate multimedia events 
such as “Songs and Stories 
from Moby Dick,” which 
opened the Brooklyn Acade- 
my of Music’s Next Wave 
festival in 1999. Her visual 
work has been represented in 
major museums in the United 
States and Europe as well as 
in the book “Laurie Ander- 
son” by RoseLee Goldberg 
(Abrams, 2000). And she has 
contributed music to films by 


Wim Wenders and Jonathan 
Demme, as well as dance 
pieces by Bill T. Jones, Trisha 
Brown and Molissa Fenley. 

“My passport says artist,” 
she told GO Brooklyn.

“It’s always the basis, 
whether it’s a movie or a per- 
formance,” she said. 

At St. Ann’s this modem 
day balladeer will be working 
with the same band with 
whom she toured last year — 
bassist Skuli Sverrisson, key- 
boardist Peter Scherer and 
percussionist Ben Wittman. 

“They’re wonderful musi- 
cians,” said Anderson. “I love 
that there could be more tex- 
ture than I ever could do by 
myself. It’s exciting. It opens 
doors to other people’s ideas. 
When you work alone in your 
studio you get lonely.” 

Anderson said her perform- 
ance at St. Ann’s will be, like 
her solo tour “Happiness,” 
about personal stories. 

“I’ll see if it works with a 
band,” she said. 

In addition to seeing how 
“some very narrative stories 
work with a band,” Anderson 
said she plans to do “lots of 
improvising ... older songs 
and rearrangements.”
